STRIKERS BOUND OVER 
‘FOR RECENT ATTACK 


Special Officer Says That 
After Negro Fell on 
Ground, Sam Shockley 
Shot at Him Again. 


Charging gross negligence on the 
part of county officers and special 
yitrolmen employed ‘by railways in 
quelling strike disorders occurring re- 
cently in Inman yards, United States 
District Attorney Clint W. Hager, 
Friday, declared his investigation of 
several outbreaks perpetrated since 
the strike began revealed cases where 
officers “turned their backs” on out- 
rages committed by alleged strikers 
on railway employees. 

The district attorney’s statement 
was made following preliminary trial 
of Robert B. Bogart, of 80 Lindsey 
steel, and Sam C. Shockley, who re- 
sides near Inman yards, both of 
whom were bound over to the federal 
district court an’ released upon fur- 
nishing bond of $5,000 each, on charges 
of conspiracy to violate the interstate 
commerce laws. 

“It has come to my attention,” as- 
serted Mr. Hager, “that in a number 
of cases of attacks by strikers on em- 
ployees of the railways and even on 
officers who wére supposed to be 
guarding the interests of the railways, 
county officers and special railway 
patrolmen have stood idly by without 
interfering. 

County Officers Assailed. 

“One instance particularly,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hager, ‘‘was breught to 
m-.atteniton recently where several 
county officers stood by and saw two 
strikers attack a railway patrolman 
and beat him unmercifully. When 
the patrolman appealed to them for 
help, the county officers turned their 
backs and walked away.” 

gart and Shockley were identi- 
fied by witnesses as having been 
members of the gang who attacked 10 
negro employees of the Southern rail- 
war last Monday and subjected them 
One of the 
negroes, Etheridge Hopkins, was shot 
in the back by Shockley, according 
to sworn testimony, and is in a pre- 
e:rious cond:tion at Grady hospital. 

W. A. Davis, special patrolman em- 
ployed by the Scuthern railway, testi- 
fied at the hearing that he saw Shock- 
ley deliberately shoot at Kopkins with 
After firing the 
first two shots, Davis declared, Hop 
kins fell to the ground and Shockley, 
closely following him, stood over the 
prostrate negro’and fired a third shot 
wi'h his pistol, Only one of the shots 
struck the negro, entering his back 
anc. penetrating vital organs. 

Did Not Interfere. 

Davis declared that he, with four 
other special patrolmen, were on the 
street car when the disturbance be- 
gan. He stated that none of the five 
pat.olmen attempted to Sinterfere in 
the outbreak because it did not occur 
: railroad property and he had no 
authority to make arrests except on 
railway ci 

On cross-¢xamigation by Attorney 
Thomas J. Lewis, representing both 
Shockley and Bogart, Davis related 
the incident from start to beginning 
so far as he witnessed it. 

“With four other patrolmen em- 
ployed by the Southern railway,” he 
asserted, “I entered a Marietta street

Following receipt of a telegram 
Friday morning from Denver, Col., 
reporting the arrest of 33 allege 
“bunco” ren, who are said to have 
fleeced wealthy tourists out of $1,500,- 
000, a representative of Solicitor John 
A. Boykin was speeding westward 
Friday night with photographs and 
detailed descriptions of more than 35 
confidence men wanted here for bunco 
operations in 1920. 


Local officials were confident that 
it wilk_be found that some of them 
are the same nien whoéeoperated the 
swindling schemes in Atlanta which 
created a nation-wide sensation when 
exposed through a lengthy investiga- 
tion by Solicitor Boykin. 

A telegram requesting photographs 
of all bunco men wanted in Atlanta 
was received Friday morning by Act- 
ing Chief of Police A. Lamar Poole, 
He immediately furnished Solicitor 
Boykin’s office with a copy of the 
message. The telegram was signed 
by District Attorney Phillip Van 
Cise. 


Many of the confidence men under 
indictment in the Fulton superior 
court are also under federal indict-

by wire Friday to meet the representa 
tive of Solicitor Boykin in Denver. 

Inspector Graham devoted a great 
deal of time to the federal inquiry 
into’ the local operations, and traveled 
to all sections of the country gather- 
ing data on the swindling syndicate. 
of which Floyd Woodward is said to 
have been the leadef. 

Floyd Woodward and nearly two- 
score men indicted by the Fulton 
grand jury are still at large. Among 
those being sought now are W. Clyde 
Smith, George Kent, Reno Hamlin, 
Walter Hamlin, George Kennedy, 
George Irwin, Dock Gray, Lem Glea- 
son, J. P. MeCoskey, Dan McCabe, 
Edward O. Ellis, Frank L. Douglas,

Albert Thompson, Buck Shot Burke, 
J. J. Wilson, Abe Holzman, alias 
“Black Mike,” Abe Schwartz, alias 
“Chew Tobacco Louie,” and Abe 
Powers, the latter having escaped 
from the state prison farm following 
his conviction for participation in the 
local swindling system.

Macon, Ga., August 25.—Central of 
Georgia railroad officials announced 
tonight that ghey were investigating 
what they believed was a deliberate 
attempt to wreck a passenger train 
from Montgomery today at Byron, 
Ga. 

The official report of the occur- 
rence submitted by Engineer Rittick, 
on which the investigation is being 
made, said some one placed two large 
nuts, fastened together with a wood- 
en pin, on the guides in front of the 
crosshead on the left side of the loco- 
motive while the train was standing 
at the Byron station. 


Engineer Rittick reported that when 
the engine did not start properly he 
investigated and found the nuts. 

A similar attempt to wreck a train 
was made here a week ago on the 
bridge over the Ocmulgee river, of- 
ficials of the road stated.

It now ap- 
pears certain thag i%* measure will 
not be acted upon until the first of 
next week. 

Chief developments of the day in 
the bonus fight are as foliows: 

1. An announcement on the floor 
by Senator Reed, new republican 
member from Pennsylvania, who suc- 
ceeds the late Senator Crow, that he 
was opposed to ail bonus tegislation. 
The Pennsylvania member's position 
prior to this had been considered in 
doubt. 

2. A like announcement from Sen- 
ator New, republican, recently de- 
feated in the primary of Indiana for 
re-election, who came out openly in 
support ef the president’s position. 
Senator New heretofore has been list- 
ed among the bonus advocates. 

3. Details of a conference at the 
white house Thursday = night with 
President Harding by Senator New in 
which the president is declared to 
have -re-stated his opposition to the 
bill and reiterated his intention to 
veto it.

4. Temporary delay of the bonus 
program because of proposed indus- 
trial legislation.

Neither of the three 
senators mentioned above were in- 
cluded in the Borah poll, it was an- 
nounced. 

Bill’s Fate Seen. - ? 

With this added strength to the 
opposition, there is said to be no fur- 
ther doubt about the fate. of the Mc- 
Cumber bill, which proposes a $5,000,- 
000,000 raid on the treasury. 

Debate in the senate after the pres- 
ident’s latest expression on the sub- 
ject and after the announcement of 
the two senators today has been !ess 
spirited, bonus advocates realizing the 
ultimate disposition of the bill. As 


a result, most of the time was taken 
up with proposed industrial legisla- 
tion, which will occupy the center of 
the stage for a few days. 
Meanwhile, bonus opponents. are 
prepariny rebuttals of the argument 
used by Senator McCumber in sup- 
port of the measure on the opening 
day. They are expected to contrast 
the different pictures drawn by the 
North Dakota senator during dis- 
cussion of the tariff and his intro- 
duction of the bonus. During tariff 
debate, Senator McCumber argued 
that the business and financial condi- 
tion of the country was in such a 
state as to demand a high protective 
wall against almost all foreign im- 
ports. This week he points to what 
he describes as the enormous gold 


reserve of the government and the 
splendid financial condition of the 
country, which he sets out as suf- 
ficient argument for enacting the pro- 
posed 3$5.000,000,000 bonus raid.

Out in Arkansas three years ago, 
a father and his four children, three 
girls and a boy, turned away from a 
hillside grave where “mother” had 
just been laid to rest. 

Now the oldest girl is 14, the girl 
twins, 12, and a boy, 9. And across 
the Mississippi and into Georgia they 
have sent a message which carries 
with it the heart-throb of four moth- 
erless children and a father who, ap- 
preciating that a woman’s interest 
an! care is essential to the adoles- 
eence of his children, joins with them 
in the appeal: 

“Wanted—A mother,” 
bright, healthy and  well-bred 
dren.”’ 

“Daddy,” 
writes, “is 45, big and healthy. 
is six feet tall and weighs 
pounds.” 

Just a negro man to cook for them 
: 1 an “old woman” to clean up the 
house, is all the home they have 
known since “mamma” cied. There 
is no one in whom to confide their 
sorrows and joys. Daddy, after a day 
spent in his profession, must come 
home and read the “bed-time” gtories, 
prepare them for the “sand-man” and 
hear their prayers. “And daddy,” 
she writes, “is just the sweetest man 
in the world. But he says we haven't 
a home.” 

They are Episcopalians, according 
to the letter which was written by one 
of the little girls. “Daddy feels con-’ 
fident,” she adds, “that there is some 
woman who needs us as much as we 
need her.” 

She doesn’t say so, but I just im- 
axine that the letter was written by 
the little 14-year-old ‘‘mother’’ of the 
fauiily. he added a postscript which 
requested The Constitution not to 
publish her daddy’s name. 

“Your paper,” she concludes, “helps 
people find things that are lost, so I 
think you can help us girls and my 
little brother find a ‘real’ mother 
about 35 or 40 years old who could 
be a companion to us and daddy. We 
want someone who knows the niceties 
of life and can help us form the prop- 
er conception of th. real, important 
things of life.”

Prices Rising 
Due to Strikes, 
Bureau Reports 


Farm Products Now 13 1-2 
Per Cent Over Last 
Year’s Levels. 


Washington, August 25.—In July, 
as the railway transportation problem 
became acute, the price of farm prod 
ucts showed an increase of 131-2 per 
cent over last year’s figures, accord- 
ing to the bureau of labor statis- 
tics. 

The flowing foodstuff staples reg- 
istered the greatest rise in price: 
Navy beans, 41 per cent; onions, 30 
per cent; oranges, 23 per cent; can 
ned tomatoes, 21 per cent; prurts, 
12 per cent; rice, 10 per cent; cheese 
and sugar, 7 per cent; lamb and pota- 
toes, 6 per cent; lard, 3 per eeut; 
ham, canned peas and coffee, 2 per 
cent, and pork chops less than haif of 
1 per cent. 

Since July the situation hgs become 
more serious in the matter of moving 
Jgne of the richest harvests in Amcr- 


ica’s agricultural annals. The: whouie- 
sale prices of commodities are show- 
ing an upward trend, according to 
the bureau, and have risen steadily 
since July 1. 

Farm products now 135; a vear 
ago 119. Clothing now 180; a year 
ago 172, a rise in price of 8 poinis, 
due in part to the increase noted in 
wholesale prices of cotton, wool sand 
silk. Building materials now 170: a 
year ago 160. All commodities now 


155: a year ago 141.

Miss Hazel Sailors, 20 years of 
age, with her father, H. P. Sailors. 
and. brother, W. E. Sailors, 21, all 
of 203 Means street, and H. L. Sia- 
mons, 40, of 207 Means street, wre 
being held in the city jail on charges 
ot suspicion. The last named wai 
taken into custody late Friday afte-- 
noon following his etatement that he 
had witnessed the attack on Martin 
by an unidentified man. — 

Opposed to Martin. 

The Sailors resided in Athens unti! 
about two Sonths ago, according to 
telegraphic dispatches, when they 
moved to Atlanta. W. E. Sailors 
left Athens about-a week ago, it is 
claimed. Martin is said to have been 
frequently seen with Miss Sailors 
when she resided in Athens. Her 
brother is alleged to have been Ditier- 
ly opposed to Martin going with his 
sister. 

Simmons, who is said to have been 
paying attention to Miss Sailors for 
several weeks, told police he saw Mar 
tin and another man walking along, 
Marietta street gate Thursday night 
and heard Martin's companion re- 
mark, in an angry voice, “Don't re- 
peat that again.’ 

The two men passed on up the street 
for about 100 yards when Simmons de- 
clared he saw Martin's companion 
strike the former knocking him to the 
sidewalk. The assailant then fled, 
Simmons stated, 

A short time before Martin is said 
to have left the home of Miss Sailors 
after taking her to a moving picture 
show. 

City Detective T. O. Sturdivant, who 
with Detective Coleman are working 
on the case, left late Friday night 
for Macon, where it is rumored he

Within its’ walls artists of the 
brush, sculptors and other authors 
and producers of the artistic will find 
a place for their works. 

The art commission is authorized 
to establish rules for the selection 
and approval of pictures, paintings, 
statues amd all other art subjects dis- 
played, provided these ru:es contain a 
provision that no art work shall be 
placed on exhibition until it has first 
been passed upon by experts chosen 
by the Atlanta Art association. 

Mr. Nutting inserted in his meas- 
ure a plan by which the museum may 
be erected through popular donation. 
The art commission is authorized to 
receive. gifts in the name of the city 
for the grounds, buildings and other 
purposes in harmony with the work. 

With adoption of the amendments 
to the present- charter tne old art 
commission passed out of existence. 
The advisability of retaining it was 
discussed, but upon the advice of the 
city attorney that an art commission 
could be established by ordinance, it 
was allowed to pass out with the rest 
of the commissions and beards. 

Mr. Nutting said he had consulted 
with art lovers and they have accept- 
ed the idea of a museum with entbu- 


siasm.

FACTIONS IN STRIKE 


DECLARE WAR TO DEATH 


Executives Refuse Senior- 
ity Demands— Mainte- 
nance Men Expected to 
Be Drawn Into Strike.

Washington, 25.—Follow- 
ing the failure of executives and rail 
brotherhoods to reach a peace basis in 
the railroad strike Friday, congress, 
with the sanction of President Hard- 
ing, is preparing for the emergency 
operation both of the railroads and 
anthracite mines. 


While hopeful that the anthracite 
situation will be cleared up in the 
meantime, Senator Cummins next 
week will have drafted and ready for 
introduction a measure empowering 
federal operation and control of the 
anthracite fields. 

Furthermore, if the railroad situa- 
tion does not clear in due course, the 
measure empowering federal opera- 
tion of the roads will be presented to 
congress. Both proposals, it is ‘be- 
lieved, would precipitate a long and 
bitter struggle in the two branches 
of congress. 

White House Conference. 

Cummins and Attorney-General 
Daugherty conferred at the white 
house with President Harding for 
nearly two hours late Friday, during 
which this legislation was discussed. 

“The president hasn't authority un- 
less congress gives it to him,” Cum- 
mins said. “I do not expect to in- 
troduce any legislation authorizing the 
president to take over the anthrageite 
mines until early next week. Mean- 
time, of course, the strike may be set- 
tled. The railroads will be given more 
time to make good their stand that 
they can operate closé to normal in 
spite of the strike. The railroad lines 
which lie nearest the coal fields will 
be taken over first.” 

“It may not be necessary to take 
over any other lines,”” Cummins add- 
ed, “unless it is found that general 
transportation is seriously obstruct- 
ed.”

The moratorium in Cuba has been 
lifted. The sugar plantations and 
mills are again blooming with indus- 
try. The financial difficulties of the 
little republic have been adjusted 


satisfactorily. International trade 
has started up. The congestion of 
undelivered freight at the docks has 
been relieved—and Cuba, a few 
months ago in the throes of govern- 
mental distress, just as Georgia is 
today, is today well on the road to 
prosperity and happiness. 

And what did it? The people 
have not been made tax-peons in 
order to keep the government out of 
a hole. The United States has not 
loaned the Cuban republic any 
money to wipe the slate clean and 
start all over again. 

It has been done by substituting 
business for politics—a sequence 
brought about by the firm hand of 
General Crowder, who was sent to 
Cuba, under the provisions of the 
protectorate treaty made when the 
United States relinquished the mili- 
tary occupation of the island to a 
free government of, by and for her 
own people. | 

Cuban politics had degenerated 
into personal and factional politics, 
much as it has in any state in this 
country where there are not two 
major parties of anything like equal 
contesting strength. 

As a result of one faction cutting 
the throat of another, and vice versa, 
the affairs of the little republic 
went from bad to worse. The gov- 
ernment lost its credit. No people 
can prosper under an unstable, vas- 
cillating, make-shift government, 
and governmental conditions began 
to be reflected in private business. 

Then came along the post-war 
depression, and Cuba was not suf- 
ficiently strong, by reason of being 
honey-combed with factional poli- 
tics, to withstand the ordeal. Banks 
closed, business houses went to the 
wall, sugar production could not 
find the capital to operate, and a 
moratorium resulted, the govern- 
ment thereby agreeing that all debts 
should thus stand in. statu quo— 
an official admission of private and 
national bankruptcy. 

It was at this point that General 
Crowder was sent to the island, first 
to report upon conditions. | Fol- 
lowing his report he was given au- 
thority to “‘set the house in order.” 

He first called .all of the leaders 
of the fighting political factions to- 
gether, showed neither preference 
nor distrust of any of them, but 
told them in plain language that 
politics must adjourn, and that if 
they did not agree to a business 
rather than a political settlement of 
their financial troubles, he will re- 
port to his government and more 
determined intervention would re- 
sult. 

They finally agreed. General 
Crowder then proceeded in an or- 
derly manner, assisted by Cubans of 
all factions, to straighten out the 
tangle—and today Cuba is on firm 
foundation again. 

The same thing can be done with 
the financial difficulties of the Geor- 
gia state government if business 
men will get control of the legisla- 
ture and go at the readjustment in 
a business-like way. 

To say that the state of Georgia 
‘must continue in the ‘hole that it 
is now in, with millions of dollars 
of current obligations hanging over 
it that cannot be met; with the gov- 
ernor forced to veto appropriations 
for confederate. pensions because 
there is no money in sight to pay 
them; with the people heavily taxed, 
and with the institutions suffering 
for equipment and maintenance, all 
because the legislature may continue 
to play. political football with every 
revenue and constructive measure 
that comes before it, is simply an 
admission that-Georgia needs what 
Cuba needed—a firm hand that will 
adjourn politics during adjustment, 
or demand a stronger intervention

PRESIDENT’S HOME STATE. 

It is significant of the rapid re- 
publican reaction throughout -the 
country from the Harding landslide 
of 1920 that the party convention 
of the president’s own state should 
refuse to approve in its platform any 
of the fundamental policies of the 
administration. 

This is the more significant per- 
haps when it is recalled that the con- 


vention was supposed to have been 
in control of the president’s closest 
political friends in the state, includ- 
ing Senator Willis, who succeeded 
him in the senate; Representative 
Fess, who is the “president’s own” 
candidate for the Pomerene seat; 
Walter Brown, a neighbor, and ap- 
pointee to the most responsible po- 
Sition at the capital, that of reor- 
ganizing and co-ordinating all of the 
governmental departments, and Car- 
mi Thompson, who is the Harding 
candidate for governor. 

With such an array of home-tal- 
ent “‘to keep the Harding fires burn- 
ing,” it must be crushing to the chief 
to realize that the convention re- 
fused to mention the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff octopus, the bonus, 
and particularly the ship subsidy 
proposal, which has been a hobby 
of the president’s. 

It would not look so bad, perhaps, 
if this formidable array of Harding 
talent, to a man, had not fought so 
desperately for the acceptance by 
the convention of resolutions in- 
dorsing these administration issues. 
There is no doubt a strong wn- 
dercurrent drawing the Harding 
regime into deep water, and one of 
the remarkable features in. the va- 
rious campaigns throughout the 
country is the part that psychology 
is playing. So general is the belief 
that the administration policies’ are 
disastrous to political ambitions that 
most of the republican candidates 
throughout the nation today. are 
“‘gun-shy,’”’ and are trying their best 
to keep from getting entangled with 
administration issues. 

Harding is atypical “old guarder.” 
His nomination was dictated by the 
“old guard” when, and only when 
the determination to nominate Gov- 
ernor Frank Lowden, of Illinois, was | 
abandoned following the Louisiana 
expose as to purchased delegates, 
Every convention and every pri- 
mary to this date this year has repu- 
diated the ‘“‘old guard” and its poli- 
cies. ) 

It looks, therefore, that the Har- 
ding regime is riding for a fall. 


FRANCE AND FREEDOM. — 


Those ex-service men who threat- 


en to return to France to live on ac- 
count of the general belief that more 


personal freedom is possible there 


—and the number is considerable— 


will, or should, take cognizance of 
the fact that so famous a character 
as Mr. Briand, several times France’s 


premier, and with a face that one can 


never forget, was arrested and de- 
tained last week as a vagabond be- 
cause he had forgotten or misplaced 
his‘ identification papers. And this 
occurred almost in the shadow of 
Paris. 

There is not a more mistaken idea 
prevailing than that there is greater 
personal freedom in France, or in 
any other continental country, than 
in the United States. 

Perhaps there is more liberality in 
society’s- appraisement of customs 
and habits—more immunity from 
censure for individual acts that are 
frowned upon in this country—but 
any person who lives or travels 
upon the continent is subjected to 
a police surveillance that is more 
rigid than has ever been dreained of 
in this country. That is not only 
trve of the foreigner in France, bu 
of the native. 
Bourgeois and continental bureau- 
cracy are as irritating today as they 
were fifty years ago, when Robert 
Louis Stevenson ran amuck of an ob- 
durate police commissary who im- 
mured the famous author in a dun- 
geon until a more respectable trav- 
eling companion arrived. That nar- 
rative of outraged Bohemianism 
might be written by many Ameri- 
cans on France today. Indeed, no 
less an international figure than 
Briand, the great orator, diplomat, 
statesman—known around the world 
perhaps better than any Frenchman 
of the hour—might write such a 
narrative himself, based upon his 
own experiences within the week 
among his own people. 

There, is more freedom on the 
streets of Atlanta, or in the heart 
of the rural sections of any state, 
than there is on the streets of any 
European city or in the bosom of 
Furopean peasantry. 

Red-blooded young Americans 
who are sweating for “‘more per- 
sonal freedom” will travel far and 
long in other countries before they 
find it.

REMOVAL OF TONSILS. 


Dr. Albert ). Kaiser, of Rochester, 
N. Y., has recently published a valu- 
able report of a carefv! study of the 
effect of removal of the tonsils in 
0,000 children, and there is probably 
no record ‘in medical literature which 
can compare with this report in im- 
portance. Not only was a_ painstak- 
ing study of the condition of each of 
the 5,000 childre-. made a year after 
the operation, but Dr. Kaiser and his 
associates studied and examined 10,- 
000 children before they were oper- 
ated on for diseased tonsils. The 
knowledge thus required entitles Dr. 
Kaiser to speak with authority. I am 
quoting some of his conclusions here. 
Of the 10,000 children operated on 
there was not a surgical fatality. At 
the end of a year, 84 per cent of 
the 5,000 children studied were found 
in better physical health than they 
, i been befor® the. tonsils were re- 
moved. 

In the year following the operation 
18 of the 5,000 children had diphthe- 

" , and eleven had scarlet fever. In 
the same year the rate for other chil- 
dren in the city who had not had their 
tonsils out was practically twice as 
high for both diphtheria and scarlet 
fever. 

” Before operation 39 per cent of the 
3,000 children were 7 per eent or 
more underweight. A year after the 
operation only 20 per cent of the 
children were underweight. A gain 
of from 10 to 20 pounds in weight 

‘as common in the vear following 
removal of the tonsils. 

The parents of the children oper- 
ated on had their own views of the 
value of the operation. 
of 4,240 of the 5,000 children report- 
ed that the children were better in 
health aftér the removal of the ton- 
sils; the parents of 750 of the chil- 
dre: could see no definite change; 
the parents of 50 of the children re- 
ported that their children had been 
less healthier than before the removal! 
of the tonsils. 

_The effect of removal of the ton- 
sils on enlarged lymph nodes or 
“glands” (kernels) in the neck was 
curious. Of the 10,000 children op- 
erated on, 4.509 had more or less en- 
largements of the cervical lymph 
nodes before t tonsils were re- 
moved—435 per cent. A year later 
more than half of these were free 
from the enlargement of the lymph 
nodes. But 1,100 of the children who 
had had no enlarged lymph nodes in 
the neck before removal of the ton- 
sils did have such enlarged nodes a 
year after their tonsils had been re- 
moved. This indicates that infection 
of the lymph nodes of the neck takes 
place even without diseased tonsils. 

More than o.e in each five chil- 
dren operated on had had ear trouble, 
discharging ear or deafness. A year 
after removal of the tonsils only one 
in each 25 of the children had any 
ear trouble. 

Four hundred of the 5,000 children 
had suffered from frequent attacks of 
feverish illness before remayal of the 
tonsils. In the vear after remoral 
of the tonsils only 50 children. had 
had such attacks. : 

Two hundred of the children had 
had “growing pains: since removal 


of the tonsils only 37 children had 


bad such pains. 

Of the 5,000 children 3,600 had been 
mouth breathers;.a year after oper- 
ation only 450 of them were mouth 


breathers.

The bureau of vital statastics, state 
board of health, has gathered informa- 
tion from various portions of the state 
as to the prevalence of diphtheria, 
and is advising all communities to use 
precautionary measures, 

Dr. Davis, of the state board, states 
that those who cannot pay for the 
antitoxin may secure it free from 
the state board of health, and those 
who are able to pay for It can se- 
cure it from the board at a greatly 
reduced price. He says that more 
deaths are caused. by diphtheria dur- 
ing *the month of September than in 
any other month, and that this dis- 
euse seems to be beginning a little 
earlier this year than usual, 

The bureau will gladly furnish to 
those that desire, literature and in- 
formation about diphfheria. 


MITCHELL URGES

A strong note in favor of the gov- 
ernment’s doing something substantial 
for the men who risked their lives in 
the world war was sounded by W. N. 
Mitchell, morale officer during the 
war, at the American Legion lunch- 
eon Friday noon at the Ansley hotel. 

“I am in favor of doing sométhing 
to repay the ex-soldier for the time 
he spent fighting the battles of his 
country and mine in the face of 
death,” he said. “I am willing for 
my taxes to be increased to do it. 

‘I have not forgotten how you 
men left your homes and jobs with 
the promises that your jobs would be 
waiting for you; and I have not for- 
gotten how you had to begin looking 
fr work when your country was 
through with you, either. I have 
been talking this ever since the war 
ended.”

Horns and Sirens 
Must KeepSilent, 
Rules Committee 


Raucous and sometimes aeiaal 
ting honks and shrieks of automobile | 
horns and sirens with which Atlanta 
motorists are in the habit of calling 
the traffic cop’s attention to the fact 
that they are standing impatient to 
receive the “go” signal, will have to 
cease, if council backs up the unani- 
mous stand taken by the ordinance 
committee Friday afternoon. 

Councilman Bob Gordon introduced 
the measure which would make it 
against the law for any driver of 
a motor vehicle to sound its horn, 
whistle or other warning device while 
waiting in a traffic line at street in- 
tersections. 

“Some of these drivers and auto- 
mobile owners seem to take special 
delight in pressing their horn button 
and making all the unnecessary noise 
they can while they are halted at 
street intersections by the traffic olf- 
ficer awaiting their turn to cross. 

‘This blowing of horns and shreik- 
ing of whistles doesn’t get them by 
the traffic officer one bit sooner, and 
it has become a nuisance, disturbing 
pedestrians and even occupants of of- 
fice buildings.- It’s wholly unneces- 
sary and council ought to stop it.”

HOLY COMMUNION 
“ADMINISTERED BUPRE 


Holy communion was administered 
to Frank B. DuPre, youthful “Peach- 
tree bandit,” sentenced to die on the 
gallows next Friday, in the officials’ 
dining room at the Fulton county 
tower yesterday morning by Rev. G 
W. Gasque of the Holy Comforter 
Parish and Rev. Hiram Douglass, as- 
sistant pastor of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
church, 

Many Atlanta women, who have 
aided in the fight, first before the 
state prison commission and on Thurs- 
day before Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, to save DuPre’s iife 
through a commutation of sentence 
to life imprisomment, were present at 
the ceremonies, which lasted for more 
than an hour. 

Governor Hardwick is expected to 
announce his decision on the appeal 
made Thursday, sometime early next 
week, He now has the mass of reec- 
ords in the case, including petitions 
signed by 15,000 Atlanta women, on 
his desk. He expects to examine a 
large part of the record, he said, be- 
fore giving his decision in the case, 

The appeal made to Governor Hard- 
wick was the last which will be made 
to save the youth from hanging, ac- 
cording to Attorney H. A. Allen, 
chief counsel for the youth, who con- 
sidered for several days the advisabili- 
ty of attempting to carry the case in- 
to the federal courts through habeas 
corpus proceedings. He has found it 
impracticable, he said Thursday, and 
should Governor Hardwick fail to 
commute the sentence, one week from 
now the DuPre case wil have passed 
into history. 

DuPre was convicted in January of 
this year of the murder of Irby C. 
Walker, Pinkerton detective, when 
the youth attempted to steal a dia- 
mond valued at $2,500 from _ the 
Nat Kaiser jewelry store on Peach- 
tree street, half a block from 
Five Points, during the holidays 
last Christmas. In his attempt 
to escape following the murder 
of Walker, DuPre shot and _ seri- 
rously wounded B..Graham West, city 
comptroller, who appeared before both 
the governor and the state prison com- 
mission to ask that executive clem- 
ency be denied. 

‘The prison commission, after an 
exhaustive hearing two weeks ago, no- 
tified Governor Hardwick within 15 
hours after the hearing that they de- 
cided unanimously against the recom- 
mendation for commutation of sepn- 
tence. 

Mrs. Walker has been present be- 
fore both hearings but has not taken 
the: sand on either occasion. Dress- 
ed in black, she sat near the counsel 
for the state, holding by the hand 
Virginia, the six-year-old child of the 
murdered detective.

Democracy in colleges and universi- 

ties, more money for higher educa- 
tion in Georgia, and complete devel- 
opment in body, mind and soul were 
emphasized fo the sraucuating stu- 
dents of Emory university in the uni- 
versity chapel Friday morning by Dr, 
M. L. Brittain, president of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology, who was 
the principal speaker at the exercises, 
Sixteen students of t6mory received

the institution. “cs cougars 

Dr. Brittain pointed out Georgia 
Tech as an example of a supremely 
democratic institution, with one-half 
of its students either completely or 
partially self-supporting. He cited 
Emory as an example of what a 
wealthy man can do for his commu- 
nity by endowing a great institution 
of learning and urged that other men 
of wealth, as well as the state of 
Georgia itself, give more to aid high- 
er education in Georgia. He also 
told the Emory graduates that the 
essential things of life were the ful] 
development of the body, the mind and 
the soul of man. 

Introduced by Cox. 

Dr. Brittain was introduced by Dr. 
W. H. Cox, president of Emory uni- 
versity, who declared that not only 
Emory, of which Dr. Brittain is a 
graduate, but the entire state of Geor- 
gia and all its people were proud of 
Dr. Brittain for his long econstruc- 
tive record as an edueator, first as 
State superintendent of the Georgia 
schools and now as president of one 
of the great state institutions. “It 
is only fitting.” declared Dr. Cox, 
“that one of Emory’s famous sons, and 
the head of the great Georgia Schoo! 
of Technology, should deliver the 
principal address at the conclusion 
of the quarter of the school.” 

“Today,” asserted Dr. Brittain at 
the opening of his address. “the peo- 
ple of Georgia spend more for chew- 
ing gum and gasoline than they do 
for higher education. rut I believe 
that in the “future Georgia, and her

GERMANY'S OFFER 
S INACCEPTABLE

Paris, August 25.—Germany’s of- 

fer to deliver goods from large indus- 
trial establishments in payment of 
war indemnities is inacceptable to 
Premier Poincare, it was learned au- 
thoritatively Friday night. 

This means the complete failure of 
the negotiations between reparations 
commissioners and the German gov- 
ernment, which have been going for- 
ward witout success for the past week 
in Berlin. The German offer was 
put forward in a final effort to pro- 
vide a basis for agreement. 

Poincare has communicated his dis- 
approval to Mauclere, French mem- 
ber of the reparations commission, 
who with Bredbury, the British rep- 
resentative, is bringing the German 
proposals from Berlin. 

The French premier’s belief is said 
to be that the commission will im- 
mediately refuse to grant Germany’s 
request for » moratorium and will 
fix a date on whith Germany must 
pay cash.

ators’ statement said. 

“We have reluctantly notified all 
concerned that we consider further 
efforts futile and announce we have 
nothing more to suggest.”

of the Southern railway, on the streei 
car when ‘t reached the viaduct over 
the railway tracks on Marietta street. 

“Just before we crossed the viaduct 
I noticed two automobiles drawn up 
alungside the curb. Both machines 
were filled with men, whom I recog- 
nized to be strikers. After we cross- 
ed the viaduct I observed the twe 
automobiles following the street car. 
When the car stopped at Oak street 
to discharge the negro passengers, I 
saw the motorman hold up both of 
his hands, with the fingers extended. 
This was done in plain view ef the 
occupants of the two automobiles. 

“Bring All You Have.” 

“At the same time | heard the con- 
ductor shout ‘Bring aN you have.’ 
The machines were slow about reach- 
ing the stopped street car and the 
conductor deliberately held ¢he door 
elosed until the two machines ran up 
behind the car, stopped and the men 
alighted. Then the conductor opened 
the door. ‘ . 

“The negro who was shot was the 
first to get off the street car. I saw 
this man (indicating Shockley). with 
a pistol clutched in both of his hands, 
shoot at the negro twice, and when 
the negro fell, run up and shoot once 
more. All this time, the other ne- 
groes were being beaten with elubs 
and sticks as they got off the street 
car. 

“I saw Bogart with a pistol in 
his hands shoot at a negro who ap- 
parently had made _ his escape by 
climbing a fence\nearby. The bullet 
struck a paling and shattered it. 

Drive Away in Auto. 

“After the attack, the strikers 

climbed into the two automobiles and 
dicve away, one going towards the 
city and the other to the end of the 
street car line.” 
_ “Do you mean to tell the court,” 
interrogated Attorney Lewis, “that 
you and the other fyur. officers sat 
there and made no effort to prevent 
the attack?” 

“Yes, sir,” replied Davis. “If it had 
occurred on railway property we could 
have interfered, but this was on the 
main highway.” 

Earl Malone, one of the negroes as- 
saulted in the outbreak, was placed 
on the stand and asked to tell of the 
hanpenings. He pointed to Shockley 
and identified him as one of the mem- 
bers of the gang. When questioned 
by Attorney Leyis, the negro declar- 
ed he recognized Shockley by a scar 
on his face. Malone also recognized 
Bogart, he claims, as being in the par- 
ty, declaring that Bogart had brand- 
ished a pistol on the negroes as they 
stepped off of the car and repeated 
Several times. “Hold up there, you 
negroes, or I'll shoot you.” 

_Malone declared he saw Bogart tire 
his pistol one time at a negro named 
“Slim” who he said was in the act of 
climbing the fence. 

Not Placed on Stand. 

Neither of the defendants was 
placed on the stand nor did. Attorney 
Lewis make any statement following 
the examination. 

Commissioner Carter bound over 
Bogart and Shockley to the dis- 
trict court, Their bonds were placed 
at $5,000. Both were released shortly 
after the case was concluded. 
Intimation by county authorities 
that the shooting of Hopkins would 
be investigated by the grand jury was 
substantiated by Assistant Solicitor 
E. A. Stephens. following the prelimi- 
nary trial of Bogart and Shockley. 
“The matter will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the Fulton county grand 
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jury next week,” declared Mr. Ste- 
phens. 
Does Not Believe Story. 
Declaring that he did not believe 


any of his men had “turned their 
backs” while strikers unmercifully 
beat a railway officer, as charged by 
District Attorney Hager, Chief Georse 
Mathieson, head of the county police, 
stated* that if he was provided with 
names of the two officers he would 
deal with them accordingly. 

“My men have been assigned to cer- 
tain beats.” asserted Chief Mathie- 
son, “since the federal authorities 
took a hand in the strike situation, 
but they have been instructed to pre- 
vent outbreaks between strikers and 
strikebreakers, and I do not believe 
the reports to the district attornev 
that any of my men are guilty of such 
cohduct as charged. 

“If Mr. Hager will furnish me with 
the names of the two officers charged 
with ‘turning their backs’ while strik- 
ers beat up a railway patrolman I will 
certainly deal with them accordingly.

The ten- 
dency of the American-born striker, 
like too many American citizens, is 
to have neither respect nor fear for 
his government.” 

Rather than being about over, the 
rail strike now is “at its most tense 
period,” the governor asserted.
